“It seems to me that the principle for 
safe guidance in all such cases is this: 
Money gained by unethical means, with 
an avowed and agreed purpose of devot- 
ing it to a Chriseian enterprise, cannot 
be received, That dignifies the methods 
employed, condones the wrong, sets aside 
the divine statue against doinb evil that 
g00d may come, and makes Christianity 
at once the patron and beneficiary of 
evil. We may not inquire how voluntary 
offerings were made. It is not fo rus to 
discover whether every dollar cast inte 
the Lord's treasury was ili-gotien of 
honestly earned. Indeed, we may be 
morally sure that a certain contribution 
was the fruit of an unapproved business 
and may properly accept it. But when the 
person proposes to piy his rade for the 
purpose of helping the church, both his 
proposition and offering must be de- 
clined.. In the one case the church -as- 
sumes no responsibility; in the other, be- 
comes a partner in the business. With 
that principle clearly in mind we have a 
rule for deternfing what course to pur-

Underwriters’ Committee Not 


Pleased With Conditions, 


Fifty-six Recommendations Made 
Concerning the Various Depart- 
ments of Atlanta that Af- 
ford Protection from Fire 
to the Citizens. 


The report of the committee of twenty 
of the national board of fire under- 
writers reached Atlanta yesterday. The 
potrion of the report that deals with the 
water works department was read dur- 
ing the session of the board of water 
commissioners yesterday afternoon and 
was placed on file. 

The committee visited Atlanta during 
the early part of the year. Its chairman 
is Henry Evans. In dealing with Atlanta 
the question of water supply was investi- 
gated by E. G. Hopson, civil engineer, 
and the fire department by Captain 
Greely 8. Curtis. 

The committee makes fifty-six recom- 
mendations that it believes will benefit 
Atlanta. 

Its general summary of Atlanta and 
upon-the conditions here are as follows: 
City in General. 
Area—Within city limits 12 square 
miles; actually occupied about 9% square 

miles. 

Population—In 1900, 89,872; 
1905, about hi 1,000. 

Principal Industries—Cotton 
clothing, woodworking, etc. 

Topography—Nearly level in congested 
district and undulating, but not abrupt 
in outlying sections, 

Streets—On the whole rather narrow. 

Pavements—Good in central portion, but 
poor in most of the outlying districts. 

Fuel—Bituminous coal. 

Winds—Generally moderate; prevailing 
direction northwest, especially during 
winters. 

Temperatures—Winter temperature -is 
generally moderate, only at infrequent oc- 
casions reaching a low point. 

Fire Record—Record of fire losses shows 
wide fluctuations in three or four years’ 
periods. Average loss per fire has seldom 
exceeded $500, the average for the last 
two years being $270.

Fire Fighting Facilities, 
Water Supply—Municipal ownership. 
General operation of department good, 
but conditions of records poor. Supp-y 
by direct pumped pressure.

( headquarters building. 

Fire Department Auxillaries—Work of 
Salvage corps partially executed by fire 
department. Fire marshal’s duties well 
performed by fire inspector; fire depart- 
n.ent and police, the latter being a fairly 
efficient force. Other municipal depart- 
ments and public service corporations as- 
sist readily. Local alarm system needs 
improvement. No proper provision made 
for aid from other cities. 

Summary—Water system reasonably re- 
iilable for fire engine supply excepting 
during extreme emergencies. Protection 
afforded by fire department good against 
fires caught in time, but inadequate 
against spreading or simultaneous fires. 
Fire alarm system also inadequate. 


Structural Conditions and Hazards. 

Building Department—Genera] provis- 
| ions wholly inadequate, no restrictions 
|for areas, heights and other essentials. 
| Fire limits fairly inclusive; enforcement 
of law only fair. 

Explosives and ‘“Inflammables—Laws 
very limited; no city department in cen-

Electricity—Municipal control for inside 
and Outside wiring. Much overheadq wir- 
ing, both in streets and over bulldings, 
numerous trolleys. Inside wiring well 
jooked aNer by city, electrician and 
southeastern tariff association. 

Conflagration Hazard—Potentia]l Hazard 
—Owing to the frequency of large area 
risks, narrow streets, almost complete 
lack of protection to vertical and horizon- 
tal openings, deficiency in reserve pump- 
ing capacity in water works, and the lim. 
ited power of fire department, the poten- 
tial hazard in Atlanta is severe, but es- 
pecially in the portion of the congested 
value district south of the railroad yards 
‘The mitigating features, however, are 
the comparatively small height of build- 
ings. 

Probability Feature—The considerable 
number of large, hazardous, exposed and 
unsprinkled risks in the section south of 
the railroad adds a strong probability’ 
element to the general hagard of that 
section, but this element is considerably 
less in the northerly section. 

Hence, while both the probability and 
possibility of sweeping conflagrationg in 
the southern section are considerable, the 
probability feature in the northern sec- 
tion is quite limited and the hazard of a 
more loca] nature.

The shooting of Charles King, a negro, 
by Officer Hood early yesterday morning 
at the corner of Peachtree and Baker 
streets, will be the cause of an official 
investigation by Chief of Police Jen- 
nings. 

According to Officer Hood he believed 
the negro to be a burglar, and shot at 
him when he refused to stop at the com- 
mand of halt. The negro was removed 
| from the police barracks to Grady hos- 
|pital, where he is slowly recovering from 
| the severe wound inflicted upon him, 

King declares he was walking toward 
|higs room near the corner of Peachtree 
‘and Baker streetg when ordered by the 
officer to halt. The command frightened 
him, he says, and he ran toward his room 
in the basement of the first house from 
the corner. The officer fired twice, and 
one bbullet struck the negro. After he 
was caught King says one of the police- 
rmen struck him over the head with the 
butt of a revolver. Evidences of the 
‘blows are shown on his head. 
| People who live néar the scene, and 
who kpew the negro well, identified him 
|at the time, and asked the officer to per- 
‘mit him to go to his room and procure 
medical attention. This was refused. It 
was more than an hour after the negro 
was shot before he secured medica] at- 
tention, and he was in a serious condi- 
tion from loss of blood when he reached 
the barracks. 

Chief Jennings will not announce what 
action he will take in the matter until 
he receives full reports from Captain 
Mayo, during whose watch the affair 
occurred. 

King is known to be a negro of good 
reputation, and a faithful servant, hav- 
ing worked in one family for a long term 
of years and never having been in 
trouble of any kind.

The importance of pyrites mines to any 
section is very great. This mineral is 
ured most extensively in the manufacture 
of fertilizers, an industry that flourishes 
in the southeastern states, more than 
elsewhere, owing to the great amount of 
fertilizers used here, and hence the pyrit¢s 
of Carroll county is one of the re 
sources that promises most to the peo- 
ple when developed. 

Prospect work by mineral experts has 
been in progress lately between Atlanta, 
Ga., and Wedowee, Ala, which has 
greatly strengthened the data already

From the operation of fifty prosperous 
mercantile establishments, a 9,000-spindle 
and 1!20-loom cotton mill, which makes 
a high-grade yarn, and-a fertilizer and 
an oil mill plant employing about thirty 
men, the prosperity of Warrollton was 
never more secure, as shown by the de-

With the exception of the Rome. and 
Newnan banks this shows Carrollton 
banks to have larger deposit accounts 
by about 33 1-3 per ¢ent than any ‘town 
between Chattanooga and Macon. ‘The 
aggregate capital of the two banks is 
$150,000, ali paid in, and is likewise not 
in the class of the small town banks so

The principal officers and stockholders 
of the Mandeville Mills Company, 99 per 
cent of the capital of which is owned by 
Carroll county citizens, is L. C. Mande- 
ville and E. G. Kramer, two of the 
most successful “captains of industry’’ in 
northern Georgia.

“From the best information I have 
been able to obtain, the cotton acreage 
will be reduced, at least, 25 per cent, 
1 have reports from nearly every cotton 
growing county in the state.”’ 

H. T. Bradford, commissioner of agri- 
culture, Arkansas: 

“My opinion is, and I have given the 
'matter close attention, that the cotton 
‘acreage will be reduced, at least, 25 
per cent in our state. There is a gen- 
'eral determination. among the farmers 
tc reduce their acreage and better con- 
ditions generally.”’

The name of the dead man is held until 
the prison commission completes its in- 
vestigation, but Carmichael stated the 
dead man told him that Smith came up 
on his front porch in a drunken condi- 
ition and that he ordered him away. 
When Smith refused to go he said he 
opened the door and fired his pistol, more 
to frighten Smith than anything else. 
The shot inflicted a wound which caused 
Smith’s death, and Richardson is now 
serving a life sentence for the crime. The 
witness who testifies to these facts is 
said, by parties in Cobb and Fulton coun- 
ties, to be a man of splendid character.
